How tenderly we protect them from 
any harm that may befall them during the long winter, and how eagerly we 
watch for their first appearance in spring! If we are absent, the letter from 
home will tell us that “The peony clump (the one mother planted) is in full 
bloom,” or that “The big red poppy (that was our special pride) is bigger and 
more gorgeous than ever.’ When we get back to the old place we can 
scarcely restrain our impatience to hasten at once to the garden to see them 
again. Not peonies, irises or poppies, but the Peony, the Poppy, the Iris, and 
all the rest, that we have known so long. 

And that is the charm of the “old-fashioned Hardy Garden”; it is Home, 
with all of its tender memories and associations, old and new; and the flowers 
that bloom there unite the Spirit of the Past with that of the living Present. 

I have grown the plants that have been of special interest to me, and 
which have given me the greatest pleasure, and these are the tried and true 
things that are the essentials in every hardy garden. 

This catalogue is not intended to cover the field of hardy plants in gen- 
eral, but rather to present complete collections of certain specialties.

GENERAL DIRECTIONS 


LOCATION—Our grounds are at Wyomissing, a suburb of the city of Read- 
ing, Pennsylvania, 10 minutes ride by trolley from Penn Square, the business 
center of the city. 


VISITORS—We will at all seasons be glad to receive visits from those inter- 
ested in hardy plants. The last week in May the iris is at its best. The peony 
season is usually at its height from the 5th to the 10th of June, and it is well worth 
coming a long distance to see to any one who is interested in peonies; selections 
can he made in the field when the plants are in bloom with much greater satisfac- 
tion than from catalogue description. Japan Iris should be seen the first week in 
July, and Hardy Phlox the last of the month. In September we have a grand 
showing of Dahlias, Anemones, Asters and other Fall blooming plants. 

Visitors should leave the trolley at the Hotel Wyomissing, 3 minutes walk from 
our place. 


SHIPPING FACILITIES—The Reading R. R. System centers here, with lines 
radiating in all directions, which, with the Penna. R. R., places us within quick 
and easy communication with all Eastern cities, and with all through lines to the 
West. We have the United States and the Adams Express Companies, which, 
between them, cover most points. 


BY FREIGHT OR EXPRESS—Growing plants and small packages of roots 
will invariably be sent by express, unless otherwise instructed. The regular sized 
plants which we send out are too large to be sent by mail. The special low rate 
under which plants and bulbs travel (20% discount) makes this the cheapest and 
most satisfactory way to ship. Large orders of peonies and other dormant roots 
may be safely sent by freight. Unless specially instructed we will exercise our best 
judgment.as to mode of shipment. 


PLANTS BY MAIL—We will send any plant in this catalogue, by mail, 
postage free, to any point in the United States, when so ordered, it being under- 
‘stood that smaller sizes must be used. 


TERMS—Cash, unless otherwise specially arranged. Orders from unknown 
correspondents without satisfactory commercial rating should be accompanied by a 
remittance to cover the order, or by satisfactory reference. No accounts opened for 
less than $10.00. 

REMITTANCES—Should be made by Post Office, or Express Money Order, 
tegistered Letter, or Bank Draft.

y |THE IRIS “42 | 9 


HERE is a peculiar charm about the Iris that appeals irresistibly to those 
whose taste for the refined and delicately beautiful leads them to seek a 
close acquaintance with it. The rare and ethereal beauty of its soft, 

iridescent coloring, and its frail, orchid-like formation, is likely to pass unnoticed 
by the careless observer, and by those whose fancy is caught only by the more 
gorgeous and striking things, and who only know the Iris as the common “Flags” of 
the old-fashioned gardens. 

But to him who stops to gaze into the depths of the Iris fower, and comes 
under its magic spell, a new world is opened. For an Iris garden is a floral world 
by itself; and an Iris enthusiast may have full scope for his wildest fancies, for 
there are irises for every conceivable situation, and in some form or other the iris 
may be had in bloom nearly the entire year, there being about 170 known species 
and innumerable varieties. 

lrises as a rule are sun-loving plants, preferring good drainage, and may be 
grown in a dry soil, where little else would thrive. In some countries they are 
even grown on the roofs of houses. In China and Japan the Iris Tectorum is grown 
on the thatched roofs, some say to ward off pestilence, and others to strengthen the 
thatch and form a ridge for throwing off the water. 

The following story states how the Iris in Japan came to be grown on the 
thatched roofs: 


“Once there was a great famine in the land, and it was forbidden to plant any- 
thing in the ground that could not be used for food. The frivolous irises only supply 
the powder with which the women whiten their faces. But their little ladyships 
could not be cheated of that. ‘Must we then look like frights as well as die of hun- 
ger?’ So every woman set a tiny plantation of irises on the roof of her house, where 
they are growing to this day.”—Mrs. Hugh Fraser, in her Book of Japanese Tales. 


Some irises thrive in the moist ground bordering on streams and in meadows, 
and some, like |. Versicolor and |. Pseudo-Acorus, are perfectly at home at the 
waters edge. 

While most irises are so easily grown that any one may succeed, a few, like 
the Regelie and Oncocyclus group, will tax the skill of the most experienced cul- 
tivator, and those who delight in attempting difficult things will reap a rich reward, 
should their efforts meet with success. 

In arranging the Iris garden, much depends on the taste of the owner. Along 
walks and drives, the borders of the shrubbery and near the waterside, may be 
found ideal locations. Avoid mixing varieties of different habit and time of bloom. 
As a rule broad masses of one variety look the best, and wonderful landscape 
effects may be obtained in this way. 

The dwarf varieties make a very pretty edging to larger beds, and are very 
effective planted in front of the taller kinds. 

Irises are invaluable as cut flowers. If they are taken as the buds are about to 
open, and allowed to expand indoors, the colors will be much richer, and will last 
a long time, for as fast as one flower fades the next bud will take its place, till all 
have opened. 

Irises are a leading specialty with us, and our collection of several hundred 
varieties contains many new and rare ones not to be found elsewhere. They have 
been thoroughly tested and can be relied upon as being distinct and true to name. 
Only such varieties as are perfectly hardy and of easy cultivation are offered here. 
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IRIS GERMANICA (German Iris or Fleur-de-Lis). 


Under this head are included all the varieties of Iris Germanica, and the closely reiated 
species—Iris Amoena, Iris Neglecta, Iris Pallida, Iris Plicata, Iris Squalens, Iris Variegata, and 
others—with their many hybrid forms, and all their wonderful combinations of color. 

Each group is distinctive in character, and all are large and handsome. They are often 
called the “Orchids of the Garden’; and well they may be, for they outrival the orchid in the 
delicacy and wide range of their colors, which include richest yellows, softest blues and 
mauves, intense purples and claret reds, beautiful bronzes, and pure whites, in every con- 
ceivable combination. Nearly all have the irridescence of the rainbow, from which they 
are named. 

We believe our collection of these irises to be the most complete in this country. 

For convenience, we have arranged them, as far as possible, in their matural groups. Iris 
Germanica itself has but few varieties, and forms but a small part of the group. It is repre- 
sented by the purple and white ‘flag’ irises so commonly seen, blooming in May; the 
others following in rapid succession in June. Nearly all are delicately fragrant, and all have 
prominent yellow or orange beards. 

CULTURE—A dry, sunny location suits them best. In wet places they are liable to 
decay. They may be planted in early spring, but the most favorable time is the last of 
August to the middle of September, as that is their dormant season. Barely cover the rhizomes, 
and avoid fresh manure when planting. They should be divided and replanted every fourth 


year.

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JAPANESE IRIS (Iris Kaempferi). 


With a great blaze of splendor, the Japan Iris brings the Iris season to a close. The last 
to bloom, it is a glorious climax to the grand Iris procession, that began in March with the 
dainty Alpines, succeeded by the various dwarf forms of April and May, following each other 
with constantly increasing boldness of form and color, till June ushered in the great Germanica 
family, with its massive sheets of color, followed in quick succession by the tall Sibericas, and 
the still taller Monneiri and Gigantea, and last, and most wonderful, Iris Kaempferi, the crown- 
ing glory of all, with its great blooms measuring nearly a foot in diameter, rising on tall 
stems to a height of five feet. 

The Tulip and Daffodils are almost forgotten. The great Oriental Poppies are but a mem- 
ory. The Peonies and the Roses have come and gone, and July is here, but through it all the 
grand pageant of the Jris has continued, till now its royal family, arrayed in richest purple 
and blue and gold, passes by, and the spectacle comes to an end. 

Seeing them for the first time, one cannot withhold an exclamation of surprise and wonder, 
and having once seen, can never forget their striking beauty. 

Our collection is the result of many years of careful selection and study. The descriptions 
given are taken from the blooms in our own fields, and may be relied upon. It is impossible 
to get these Ivises from Japan true to name, as the Japanese send us nothing but mixtures. 
The varieties we offer are all distinct kinds, true to the descriptions given. We have retained 
the Japanese names, and have also numbered our collection, so that customers may order either 
by name or number. 

Culture.—Plant the last of August or beginning of September. Late planting had best be 
deferred till early spring, as, unless the plants are well protected by a covering of straw, they 
will be thrown out by frost, and lost. 

The secret of success is to keep the ground well stirred, never allowing it to bake or be- 
come hard. Any mellow loam will grow them to perfection if well enriched. They like plenty of 
moisture in summer, but it is not a necessity, as many suppose, and water standing over the 
plants in winter is fatal to them. 

The illustration shows our own field of Japan Iris, grown in ordinary soil without artificial 
moisture, in a dry season. The Rev. Dr. Rice, who spent many years in Japan,tells us that he 
never saw finer blooms or more robust growth.

Farr’s calendar of beauties has come and has 
reached its height. Mr. Farr’s gardens at Wyomis- 
sing have been visited by many persons during 
the past week fora great field of Japanese iris has 
blossomed magnificently and added its contri- 
bution to Mr. Farr’s “feast of weeks,” as we like 
to call his succession of flowers.

Bear, the Crane, the Boundless Sea, Yezo Embro1- 
dery. 

Does not the very English of them conjure up 
pleasing visions of the country made doubly dear 
tous by Lafcadio Hearn?—Reading Herald, July 2,’08. 
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\ , J ITHOUT doubt Peonies are at the present time the most popular of all hardy plants, and 
justly so, for probably there is no other class of plants that combine so many desirable 
qualities with so few objectionable ones. They are easy to grow, hardy everywhere with- 
out protection, and free from diseases and insect pests. The flowers, which include every shade 
of color from white to deep purple and maroon, including yellow, are large and showy without 
being coarse, varied in form and delightfully sweet scented. Once established they are permanent, 
large clumps being frequently seen in old, neglected gardens, that have flourished and bloomed for 
a score or more years with no attention whatever. 

The Peony is, above all others, the ‘‘flower for the million and for the millionaire.’’ Whether 
it be the single clump beside the doorway of the humblest cottage, a modest collection of a few 
choice kinds in the ‘‘commuter’s’’ garden, where they outrival the rose in fragrance and beauty 
of form, challenging its right to the title of ‘‘Queen of Flowers,’’ or whether, in the broad vistas 
of gorgeous color effects, seen only on the great country estates, where, planted in masses, they 
surpass the rhododendron in size and magnificence of bloom. 

Most people think of the Peony as being one of the ‘“‘old-fashioned flowers’’ of grandmother’s 
garden. ‘‘Pineys,’’ as they called them, were indeed old-time favorites, having been cultivated in 
gardens for centuries. Glowing red ones with unpleasant odor, and occasional white, or pink 
varieties of Peony Officinalis ; but grandmother’s garden never knew the modern peony, with its 
sweet fragrance, delicate coloring and wonderful beauty of form. The Peony of today has only been 
cultivated in Europe but a little more than a half century. It is descended from Peony Albifiora, 
a native of Siberia. Knowing this we can well understand why it thrives so luxuriantly in the 
rich alluvial soil of our Western States, and why it is THE flower for the great Northwest, endur- 
ing as it does the most intense cold without injury. 

HISTORY—From a few varieties that were in existence fifty years ago, rapid advances have 
been made, until at the present time there are more than 2000 varieties listed, most of this work 
being accomplished by a comparatively few enthusiasts. It is to France that we are indebted for 
the greatest number of our choicest varieties, both new and old. 

In 1838 M. Victor Verdier of Paris raised several varieties that are well known today, and 
about the same time Modeste Guerin of Paris sent out such grand varieties as MODESTE GUERIN | 
DUCHESS DE NEMOURS, MME. FuTADO, etc. A number of years later M. Calot of Douai, who had 
inherited a large collection of peonies from the Comte de Cussy, continued the collection and the 
raising of seedlings, till 1872, when his whole collection passed into the hands of M. Crousse of 
Nancy. Each year thereafter M. Crousse sent out careful selections from the Calot collection 
until 1879. From 1882 till 1889 M. Crousse sent out a large number of his own seedlings, which 
are conceded to be, almost without exception, of the very highest standard, the name ‘‘Crousse’’ 
attached to a variety being a sufficient guarantee as to its merit. 

The Calot varieties were also very successful, including such ones as MME. CROUSSE, MARIE 
LEMOINE, LIVINGSTONE, FELIX CROUSSE, MODELE DE PERFECTION and MME. GEISSLER, thus 
establishing the high standard of excellence that exists in the collections of today. 

In recent years many noteworthy additions have been made by M. Lemoine of Nancy and 
M. Dessert of Chenonceaux, such varieties as LA LORRAINE, BELISAIRE, LA FRANCE and MMpr. 
EMILE LEMOINE (Lem.)., and THERESE, RosA BONHEUR and M. MARTIN CAHUZAC eens 
being worthy successors to the varieties of Crousse and Calot. 

During this time the Kelways in England were making a specialty of peonies, and raised a 
large number of beautiful varieties. 

In America the most noted collection is the one known as the ‘Richardson Seedlings,’’ eed 
by John Richardson of Dorchester, Mass., during a period of thirty years, from 1857 to his death. 
His seedlings were of remarkable vigor, very double and very late, all light in color except 
RUBRA SUPERBA, which is considered the best late dark crimson. DORCHESTER, GRANDIFLORA 
and MILTON HILL are some of the best known. 
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In 1856 Mr. H. A. Terry of Crescent, lowa, began the production of seedlings, and during a 
period of 50 years has produced a long list of varieties, many of them of great merit. GROVER 
CLEVELAND, Erra, ADELPHIA, ADMIRAL SCHLEY, ALICE ROOSEVELT and CLARA BARTON may 
be mentioned as being among his best. Writing in 1904 he says: ‘‘I am now in my 80th year and 
do not know how Jong I will continue to grow peonies, but I want to be surrounded by them as 
long as I live. They are like my children, very dear to me.’’ ( Watson.) 

Among other American growers who have added varieties of merit may be mentioned Mr. 
George H. Hollis of Massachusetts, whose MAuD L. RICHARDSON and WELCOME GUEST are well 
known. Out in Nebraska Mr. Rosenfield has been raising seedlings for the last twenty years. 
His GOLDEN HARVEST and FLORAL TREASURE have become famous. 

The early history of the peony extends back many centuries, that of the European species 
being intricately woven with a haze of superstition, allegory and myth. In China it is said that 
the tree peony has been their chief pride and glory for 1400 years, a theme for their poets and 
painters, and prized by their emperors for the beauty and fragrance of their fiowers, and for more 
than a thousand years a record of the characters, qualities and parentage of the new varieties 
raised from seed, has been kept. 

INTRINSIC VALUE OF PEONIES—A glance through the various catalogues of today will re- 
veal the fact that varieties which were among the earlier introductions are still among the rarest 
and highest priced kinds. The peony can only be multiplied slowly, by division of the old 
clumps, and the demand for the choicer kinds has always been greater than the supply. 

It can be readily understood, then, why a collection of fine peonies, constitutes a most valuable 
asset, steadily increasing in value from year to year. 

In many places peonies are grown in large quantities exclusively for cut flowers, which at 
Memorial day are in great demand at good prices and yield a very profitable income from the in- 
vestment. For social functions, weddings and church decoration, nothing is more suitable. For 
home and table decoration they are exceedingly effective, and last in water longer than most 
other flowers. By placing the buds in cold storage they may be kept in good condition for a 
month, and this practice is now being followed in many large cities with profitable results. 

For out-door planting they may be effectively used in almost every conceivable location, as 
single clumps or large beds on the lawn, in long rows bordering drives, walks, and division lines, 
or in producing broad landscape effects in the open fields, thriving everywhere, either in open sun 
or light shade, excepting only such places where water is accustomed to stand. 

CULTURE—This is so simple that little need be said. They will abundantly repay good care 
and nourishment, but they resent an over-abundance of fresh manure too near the roots. A di- 
vision of the clumps at long intervals when they become so crowded as to interfere with freedom of 
bloom and the soil kept loose, and free from weeds, is all that is necessary. Where grown for cut 
flowers they should not be disturbed oftener than is necessary; where they are grown for the sale 
of roots they may be divided every second or third year. Plant so that the eyes will be from two 
to three inches below the surface. 

TIME TO PLANT—Peonies may be planted with perfect safety any time from the middle of 
August till the ground freezes in the fall, and in the early spring until growth has advanced too 
far. September is the best time, however, as they then make a root growth before winter sets in 
and bloom the following spring, and thereby a WHOLE YEAR IS GAINED, since late fall and 
spring plantings will not bloom until a year later. 

CAUTION—Afiter being transplanted peonies will not produce typical blooms the first season, 
many fine double varieties throwing single or semi-double flowers, and it is not till the third 
year that the finest flowers are produced, and the taking of notes and making comparisons in a 
large collection should not be attempted before then. 

PEONIES UNTRUE TO NAME— Unfortunately the scarcity and high price of many varieties 
has led to the substitution of inferior varieties by unscrupulous foreign dealers, thousands having 
been imported during the last few years that are untrue to name and hopelessly mixed. Unless 
one knows just where reliable supplies may be obtained, there is no guarantee that the plants re- 
ceived will be the ones ordered, or that they will have the remotest relation to the labels they bear. 
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Another source of confusion arises from the fact of labels being lost, and dealers renaming 
varieties, thereby duplicating the same variety under several names. 

The safest way to buy peonies is to purchase from a specialist who has made 
peonies a study, and who grows his own stock. 

I was fortunate in discovering, at the outset, the dangers of promiscuous buying, and the 
greater part of my collection has been imported direct from the establishments of M. Lemoine and 
M. Dessert, in France, the most famous growers in the world today, and every where acknowledged 
to be the most reliable. 

Purchases in this country—after the first costly lessons—have been made from specialists with 
whom I am personally acquainted and who I am satisfied have the correct varieties. And 
finally: this collection has been grown and studied for more than eight years, before I felt justified 
in offering it for sale. Duplicates have been eliminated, synonyms noted, and those incorrectly 
named have been identified or placed in mixture. It was the original intention to select the best 
and to discard the poorest, but the difficulty has been to decide which are the best, and the poor 
ones I have not been able to find. 

Poor peonies there certainy are, mixed seedlings, sold by department stores and seed houses, 
and cheap stuff from Holland, much of which, as before stated, is substituted under names of 
standard varieties. But among the original productions of Guerin, Verdier, Calot, Crousse, 
Lemoine and Dessert, I have yet to see a really poor peony. 

PRICES—The prices quoted are for good strong roots that, planted in September and given 
proper care, may reasonably be expected to bloom the following spring. Varieties differ so greatly 
in habit, that the expressions ‘‘one year,’ ‘‘two year,’’ or the number of eyes, convey no meaning 
whatever, a strong root with one eye often being infinitely better than a weak one with many. 

Extra large three- and four-year-old clumps for immediate effect may be had in most cases 
at an advance in price. 

Our prices are as low as the true varieties and the size of the roots we send out will warrant. 
We grow and sell our own roots, and make no pretense of competing with those who have no stock 
of their own, but buy and sell indiscriminately.

We realize that there are many who have not the time or inclination, or who will not feel competent 
to make a selection from a long list of peonies, and for the assistance of such we offer the following 
collections.

The improved Delphinium of today is a grand and stately plant. Its tall spires of bloom, 
rising to a height of five and six feet, supply our gardens with a wealth of blue that would 
be sadly lacking were it not for these magnificent plants. 

No other flowers combine so many varied shades of this lovely color, the rarest in the 
garden. The soft azure of the Forget-me-not, the rich blue of the Gentian, and the deep 
sapphire and royal purple hues are all represented, and form a brilliant setting to the small 
white, golden or black central petals. While over all this is suffused a beautiful rose irri- 
descence impossible to describe. 

In whatever situation they are placed, whether at the rear of the border, among shrub- 
bery, or in groups along walks and drives, they are equally effective, and always excite the 
utmost admiration. 

CULTURE.—tThey will thrive in almost any soil that is well enriched, and deeply culti- 
vated. The choice European varieties sometimes suffer in our hot, dry climate, and they 
should be given a good supply of water. A good mulching is beneficial in a dry time, or 
the ground may have an undergrowth of dwarf shallow rooting plants to furnish a protec- 
tion from the hot sun. If the spikes are cut down as soon as they are done blooming, others 
will spring up in their place, prolonging the season of bloom, from June to November. They 
are perfectly hardy, and may be planted at any time in spring or fall, unless too much ad- 
vanced in growth. 

The choicest named varieties are increased slowly by divisions, and for that reason are 
high priced, and they do not possess the vigor of young seedlings. We are trying to develop 
a race of seedlings that will be adapted to our climate, and every year raise thousands that 
are in every way equal to the finest imported varieties.

serve is to transplant them during their dormant season, which is in August and Septem- 
ber, at which time they are easily handled, and may be shipped long distances with perfect 
safety. After September they start into active growth again, preparatory to next season’s 
bloom, and should not be disturbed. For this reason spring planting, unless done very early, 
or the plants have been grown in pots, should not be attempted.

HARDY ASTERS (Michaelmas Daisies or Starworts) 


The Aster, along with the Goldenrod, forms the chief motif in the color scheme of our 
glorious American autumn. As to which of these should become our national flower, is hard 
to choose. A few of the cultivated species belong to the Old World, but by far the greatest 
number are natives of North America. It is in Europe, however, that our asters have been 
most highly appreciated, and many improvements have been made by European growers. The 
dwarfer and more slender growing kinds deserve a prominent position in the hardy border, 
but it is in the open, planted in broad masses, that they are most useful. Naturalized along 
drives, shrubbery borders, woodlands and meadows, most beautiful color effects may be ob- 
tained by their use. Their solid sheets of blues of every shade and their rich purples con- 
trast harmoniously with the bright yellow sunflowers, and with the beautiful orange and 
black Rudbeckia Triloba. They may be grown in partial shade or open sun, and succeed in 
almost any situation.

DAHLIAS. 


I began the growing of dahlias many years ago for my own pleasure, my enthusiasm 
leading me to try hundreds of varieties, every year adding all the prominent new ones that 
were offered. In offering this collection to the public, I have made a sweeping cut-out of 
every variety that is in the least doubtful as to its blooming qualities, or that shows any 
marked tendency to “run out.” Many familiar names will be missing in this list, because 
they have been tried and found wanting, and many new varieties are omitted because they 
have not been tried sufficiently to justify their recommendation. But one who desires freedom 
of bloom first of all, will find this list a safe one from which to make a selection. 


The Plain Truth About Dahlias. 


Every year, scores of new varieties of dahlias are introduced from Europe. These may 
be all that is claimed for them in their native climate, but in our Middle States, with our hot, 


- summers, not one in twenty is worth growing by one who has a small garden, and wants 
owers. 
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When the question is asked, ““Why don’t my dahlias bloom?” the trouble in most cases 
is, uae varieties were planted that are “shy” bloomers, and disappointment is the inevitable 
result. 

Many dahlias in this climate produce but little bloom except in the most favorable seasons, 
whole rows of plants showing but an occasional flower here and there; a large proportion of 
these have a tendency to deteriorate, showing open centers and imperfectly formed blooms. 
Some of the finest blooms seen on the exhibition table are from plants of this character, and 
while the enthusiast may be willing to grow many plants for a few choice flowers, the 
average person, who is looking forward to having an abundance of flowers, and has but a 
few plants, will be greatly disappointed, and possibly become so discouraged as to abandon 
the growing of dahlias altogether. 

This is unnecessary, as the list of dahlias that can always be relied upon to give a pro- 
fusion of blooms true to type, and of perfect form, under nearly all conditions, is long enough 
and comprehensive enough to satisfy the most exacting. 

CULTURE.—South of New York the first of June is early enough to plant. Cultivate 
the ground thoroughly to encourage a rapid growth. They will then begin to bloom 
in August, reaching perfection in September. The dahlia is a fall blooming plant, and 
produces the finest flowers on young shoots that have made a rapid growth during the cooler 
weather of late summer. Planted in early spring, they begin to bloom in July, and the 
intense heat blights the buds, checks the growth, and hardens the wood, causing it to put 
forth innumerable small shoots which cannot bloom. The remedy in this case is to cut the 
entire plant to within six inches of the ground, causing a fresh young growth to spring up. 
This may be done up to the middle of July, with the certainty that a fine crop of flowers 
will follow in September. 

In the New England States, where the season is short and the atmosphere cooler, early 
planting should be the most successful. 

The tubers should be dug after the first hard frost, and after drying a day should be 
stored in a cool cellar. If the cellar is warm and dry, they should be covered with earth or 
sand to prevent shriveling.
